THE COLONEL’S ANSWER. 
Roosevelt's reply. to the nomination 


’ follows: 


“I am very grateful for the honor 
sou confer 1pon me by ‘»minating 
me as president. 1 cannot accept it 
at this time. I do net know the at- 
titude of the candidate of the Repub- 
liean party toward the vital questions 
‘ot the day. Therefore, if you ‘desire 
an immediate aecision, 1 must decline 
the nomination. 

“But if you prefer it I suggest that 
my conditional refusal to run be 
placed in the hands of the Progres- 
sive national committee. lf Mr. Hughes’ 
statements when he makes them shall 
satisfy the committee that it is for the 
interest of the country that he be elect- 
ed they can act accordingly and treat 
my refusal as definitely accepted. 

“If they are not satisfied they can so 
notify the Progress.ve party and at the 
same time they can confer with me and 
then determine on whatever action we 
may severally deem appropriate to meet 
the needs of the country.

Washington, D. C., June 10.—Following is the message Jus- 
tice Hughes sent to Chairman Harding accepting the Republican 
nomination for president: =a 
“Mr. Chairman and Delegates: I have not desired the nomi- 
nation. I have wished to remain on the bench, But in this critical 
period of our national history I recognizé that it is your right to 
summon and that it is my paramount duty to respond. 

“ You speak at a time of national exigency transcending merely 
partisan considerations. You voice the demand for a dominant, 
'thoroughgoing Americanism, with firm protective upbuilding 
policies essential to our peace and security; and to that call, in this 
crisis, I cannot fail to answer with the pledge of all that is in me 
to the service of our country. Therefore, I accept the nomination. 


For Rights of Americans. . 


“TI stand for the firm and unflinching maintenance of all the 
rights of American citizens on land and sea. I neither impugn’ 
motives nor underestimate difficulties. But it is most regrettably 
true that in our foreign relations we have suffered incalculably from 
the weak and vacillating course which has been taken with regard 
to Mexico, a course lamentably wrong with regard to both our 
rights and our duties, : | 

“We interfered without consistency, and while seeking to dictate 
when we were not concerned, we utterly failed to appreciate and 
discharge our plain duty to our own citizens. | | 

“ At. the outset of the administration the high responsibilities 
of our diplomatic intercourse with foreign nations were subordinated 
to a conception of partisan requirements and presented to the world 
a humiliating spectacle of ineptitude.

Charies Warren Fairbanks was born 
May 11, 1852, on a farm near Union Cen- 
ter, Ind. He was graduated A. B. at Ohio 
esleyan university in 1872. 

His first employment was as agent for 
the Associated Press at Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland, from 1872 to 1874. He then 
studied for the bar and was admitted in 
Ohio in 1874, and began practicing at 
Indianapolis, where he has ever since 
resiced, , 

From this time on he was identified 
with local and state politics. He pre- 
cided at the Republican state conventions 
in 1892 and 1898, and was a delegate at 
large to the Republican national! conven- 
tron which nominated McKinley in St. 
Louis in+1896, being chosen temporary 
chairman. 


Elected Vice President in 1904. 
At the second McKinley convention in 
Philadelphia Mr. Fairbanks was chair- 
man of the committee on resolutions. In 
1904 he was unanimously chosen to run 
as vice president with Roosevelt and was 
elected. e 

Back in 1893 he aspired to the senate, 
but was defeated by David Turple, a 
Democrat. In 1896, however, he succeed- 
ed and served the term from 1897 to 1903, 
and against was chosen for the term 1903 
to 1908. On his nomination fer vice presi- 
dent he resigned from the senate, 

He served as a member of the joint high 
British-American commission in 1898, be- 
ing chairman of the American commis- 
sioners.

Roosevelt, Old Guard, and Gal- 
leries Fall to Shake Gaim 
De:iberation of Delegates,

It was an unbossed convention at the 
Coliseum. 

After all was over and there was time to 
take stock of what had happened these 
distingu'shing features were outstanding 
as compared particularly with some pre- 
ceding conventions: 

Cool, calm deliberation marked every 
move. 

Theodore Roosevelt couldn't boss it, 
The Old Guard couldn't boes it, and 
the galleries couldn't boss it. 

Bach and every cardidate had his 
day in court and every possible chance 
to do what he could for himself with- 
out outside influence or intimidation 
or hindered by manipulation within 
the convention itself. 

When the delegates themselves had 
made up their minds they proceeded to 
nominate. No orders came from h‘dden 
hedquarters. No signals were flashed 
Nothing was cooked up by an inner circle 
which controlled deliverable votes. 


Penrose Bows to Delegates. 

At the first roli call the remarkable 
scene was witnessed of Senator Boies 
Penrose of Pennsylvania asking the 
chairman of the convention that the 
delegation of which he was chairman be 
polled so that he could announce the real 
vote of the state, which never was split 
in the time of Matt Quay and not in Pen- 
rose’s reign until 1912. 

Penrose was two or three moments be- 
hind New York. Gov. Whitman had de- 
manded and secured a poll of his delega- 
tion, the roll was called, and gach man 
voted as he wished. 

The second ballot came along, and Gov. 
McCall secured a poll of Massachusetts, 
and former Senator Murray Crane, “ than 
whom there is no whomer” in the days 
when the Old Guard was in its prime, and 
Senator Lodge and Senator Weeks’ alter- 
nate and all the rest of them, came into 
the open and cast their individual votes.

“On the Square.” 

The word went around, quietly but ef- 
fectively, that the convention would be 
“on the square,’ and the best man would 
win. If this had not been believed the 
crop of favorite sons would have been 
much smaller. 

It is known that expert and able poli- 
ticilans in each one of the camps of the 
allies had the thorough and consistent 
belief that his particular candidate had 
as good a chance for the big money as 
any other. The idea is that these ex- 
perts could not and.would not have jobbed 
themselves into any such conclusion, 
knowing as much as they do about na- 
ticnal politics, if they thought the cards 
had been stacked. 

As John W. Dwight, Root’s campaign 
manager, said at night: “ This has been 
the most representative body of men that 
ever has met in a political convention. 
It was a convention above suspicion; a 
convention that acted honorably and 
with the sole purpose of conserving the 
best interests of the nation. . It was a 
legal convention, elected under primary 
laws and in accord with party precedents. 
After mature consideration, without spec- 
tacular effects and in the calm convic- 
tion that it has acted wisely and well, 
the convegtion has made its nomina- 
tions.”’ 


2,000 Pages of Testimony. 

When the national committee met to 
consider the comparatively few contests 
presented it approached the contests ju- 
dicially. More than 2,000 pages of testi- 
mony were taken in the case of the four 
delegates at large from Georgia. Con- 
tests were settled on their merits, it is now 
agreed by both sides to the contests. Men 
of opposite facions were seated in the 
same state and the losers did not seriously 
press their causes before the credentials 
committee. ;

SAVED WARSPITE 


Captain Tells How His Ship 
Escaped After Trapped 
Between Lines.

LONDON, June 10.—In proof of the 
statement of the British admiralty that 
the dreadnaught Warspite arrived safe- 
ly in port after the North sea battle. 
the commander of the warship received 
an Associated Press correspondent today 
and described his vessel’s escape from 
the concentrated German fire. 

This officer, Capt. E.. M. Phillpotts, 
minimized his own part in the battle. 

‘“‘I am not surprised that there have 
been reports that the Warspite was 
sunk,” he said, “‘as from our position 
between our fleet and the German bat- 
tleships our escape from such a fate was 
simply miraculous. Even some of our 
own officers on other ships believed the 
battleship had sunk. As we left the 
fighting line we disappeared in a com- 
plete veil of spray.

This was announced by 
State's Attorney David R. Joslyn of Mc- 
Henry county, State’s Attorney Dady’s 
associate, in his opening statement to the 
jury. In proof, Mr. Joslyn said the girl’s 
waist would be introduced showing the 
epots left by three drops of liquid and 
incrusted with a precipitate of cyanide. 


Four Grains in Stomach. 
He declared the three grains of cyanide 


*%o have come from her mouth.” Mr. 
Joslyn mentioned that four grains of 
the poison were found in her stomach, 
which also might seem to support the 
theory that the cyanide was liquid 

If Mariom had taken powdered cya- 
nide, the prosecutor pointed out, it would 
have pained her and caused a convulsive 
reaction which probably would have 
showed in some sign of death throes in 
the snow and in disarranged clothing. 
The girl, when found at the foot of the 
Three Oaks, lay asiif asleep with her 
two school books still undisturbed in the 
hollow of her left arm. This, accord- 
ing to Mr. Joslyn, indicated that her 
death had been the instantaneous re- 
guktt of liquid cyanide. 

If the theory of the state is true, the 
Hquid poison was taken into Helm's woods 
by Will Orpet Ina bottle. No bottle ever 
has been found. ’ 

If the theory of the defense is true, 
the poison may have been taken to the 
woods by Marion Lambert wrapped ina 
bit of paper, loose in her pocket or knotted 
in her handkerchief. 


Blow to State’s Theory. 

A comment made during the day by 
Prof. Craego might be construed as a 
severe blow to the state’s theory that the 
poison was liquid. 

“ Liquid cyanide,” said the chemistry 
instructor, “ kills instantly as soon as it 
touches the tongue. If Marion Lambert 
had drunk liquid cyanide from a bottle 
she would have been dead before her hand 
had fallen a foot from her mouth.” 

Marion's right hand was ungloved. It 
is probable she removed it either to take 
the poison administered to her by Orpet 
in the guise of medicine or with suicidal

For the first time in recent political 
history the character of the platform that 
will be adopted overshadows the nomina- 
tion of the ticket in popuiar interest. Al- 
fhough it is taken for granted that the 
president will ‘‘ point with pride ” to the 
record of his administration, and “ view 
with alarm” the record of the Republi- 
cans and Progressives, there is much 
speculation on the extent to which the 
St. Louis platform will square with that 
edopted at Baltimore four years ago. | 

The Baltimore platform was unaccept-/ 
able to President Wilson in many re- 
epects. He repudiated its plank pledging 
him to a single presidential term. 
Whether the St. Louls convention will 
reiterate this declaration is a question of 
much interest. 


DEFIED 1912 PLATFORM. 

The president also caused the repeal of 
the Panama canal toll exemption, in de- 
fiance of the Baltimore platform. He 
created the trade commission, although 
the Baltimmore platform was silent on the 
question because the party disapproved 
the principle as advocated by the Re- 
publican and Progressive parties. Like- 
wise the president has come out for a 
tariff commission, despite the opposition 
of his party at the time the Baltimore 
platform was written. 

The platform pledges to reduce the 
tariff, enact anti-trust legislation, and 
create a new currency system were re- 
ceemed by the party in the first congress 
under the Wilson administration. The 
promises-made in many of the other 
planks of the Baltimore declaration, how- 
ever, have been ignored by the Wilson 
administration and by the Democratic 
majority in congress. In many instances 
rot a single bill has been introduced by a 
Democratic member to fulfill platform 
pledges. In others bills have been intro- 
duced, but no action taken thereon. 


LIVING COST HIGHER. 
Following is the record of failure to re- 
Ceem these platform pledges: 
The tarcif! was reduced, but no resuc- 
tion im the cost of living has been 
moticed. Nor has such reduction been 


noticed as result of breaking up of trusts 


and commercial conspiracies mentioned 
in the platform. 

The department of justice conducted at 
various times investigations into the 
rising prices of many commodities, but 
they are not known to have resulted in 
reducing the cost of living. There were 
indictments of several merchants in 
Washington,:D. C., for alleged agreement 
to raise the price of food articles, but the

Meanwhile the cost of living has been 
increasing, according to official reports 
of the government department of labor. 


TERM OF PRESIDENT. 

Rilis. or resofutions for constitutional 
amendments, to provide for a single term 
for the president of the United States 
were introduced by Senator Cummins, 
Republican; Representatives Rucker and 
Beakes, Democrats, and Kent, inde» 
pendent.

Representative Mapes of Michigan. Re- 
publican, introduced a bill for a presiden- 
tial primary under national law, but noth- 
ing has been done aboutiit.

Democratic leaders take the pottion 
that a national presidential preference 
primary cannot be had under the present 
federal constitution, despite the Diatform 
piedzge.

Similar Republican bills have been 


pigeonholed. Recently the Democratic 
majority of the house naval committee 
and later of the house defeated Repre- 
sentative Britten’s bill or amendment to 
the naval appropriation bill to provide 
for a council of national defense. 


“Republican Extravagance,” 

Speaker Clark for a time stood for sim- 
plicity and economy in refusing a gov- 
ernment automobile, but ultimately con- 
gress authorized an auto for him and for 
Vice President Marshall, as the Repub- 
lican congress had done for Speaker Can- 
non and Vice President Sherman. 

Secretary of Labor.Wilson bought an 
auto without any authority in law, which 
jater turned out a bad investment en- 
tailing large bills for repairs. 

Representative Sherley of Kentucky in- 
troduced a bill providing for a budget 
committee, with a view to securing econ- 
cmy, but it did not pass, the budget plan 
havimg been smothered in the Democratic 
caucus. No other specific attempt to 
secure economy on an guns scale 
has been noted. 

Representative Rayburn of Texas in- 
troduced a bill, which passed the house 
in the last congress but failed in the 
senate and which is favorably reported 
from the house cOmmittee today, provid- 
ing for féderal control over the issuance 
of railroad securities. . 

A comprehensive plan for developing 
waterways has not been agreed upon or 
carried out. On the contrary, a $43,000,000 
pork barrel river and harbor bill recently 
pessed the senate and house. 


Rights of Labor. 

The last pledge in this rights of labor 
plank has not been carried out. Sena- 
tor Sutherland, Republican, last year in- 
troduced a bill providing for employés’ 
compensation th case of injury, with ref- 
erence to interstate’coémmon carriers, and 
also applying in the District of Columbia 
and territories. His bill would have made 
it ccmpuleory for employés to accept the 
rate of compensation specified, or do with- 
out any. 

Senator Overman, N. C., Democrat, 
Proposed to amend it by permitting em- 
ployés to sue for damages in larger 
amcunt if they wished. The bill was re- 
ferrea to a subGommittee of the senate 
Judiciary committee, which has done noth- 
ing. There isno Democratic sponsor, ap- 
parently, for such a bill. 

Corservation measures have not made 
much progress. In the last congress sev- 
gral conservation bills passed the house, 
but died in the senate. 


Civil Service. 

‘Bills have been introduced by Senators 
Pomerene and Hughes, Democrats, for 
ciyil service retirement systems, which 
might fead to reorganization of the civil 
service. Hearings have been had @n such 
bille, but none has been reported. 

The civil service law has not been en- 
forced. Reorganization of the civil serv- 
ice with reclassification of officials and 
employés and readjustment of salaries 
* have not been undertaken as promised by 
the platform.

The Progressive nomination, however, has not 
been perfected by the acceptance of Col. Roosevelt, 
and only the extremists can refuse support to a 
eandidate of Justice Tlughes’ mental and moral cali- 
ber and distinguished record as one of the first and 
most formidable leaders of progressivism. 


THE OLD GUARD DIED. 
Members of the Old Guard were much in evidence 
at the Republican convention. They were cartooned 
and interviewed. They had good seats on the plat- 
form. But it is obvious that in the deliberations 
In the com- 
mittee rooms they were not consyficuous. They still 
retained their epaulets, but they were clearly on the 
retired list. They were treated politely, but no one 
paid them much attention.

| The eighth Lord Cathcart Was one of the most 
distinguished generals of the campaigns of the 


Atlantic and was buried on the beach of Prince 
Rupert's bay, in the Island of Dominique. The 
ninth Lord Cathcart was dangerously wounded 
at the battle of Fontenoy, in which one of, his | 
brothers was killed. 

The tenth Lord Cathcart was for many years 
ambassador to the court of Russia, attending 
Alexander I. throughout the Napoleonic cam- 
paign. Married to a daughter of Andrew Elliot, 
one of the last British governors of New York, 
he lives in history as having conceived the idea 
of setting on fire the “city of Moscow and as 
having induced Alexander I. to put it into exe- 
cution rather than to allow Moscow to become a 
winter shelter for Napoleon's army in 1812. 


He was the general tn comniand of the ex pedi- 
tion to Copenhagen, and as such divided nearly 
$2,000,000 in prize money with the admiral asso- 
ciated with him in the affair, Lord Gambier. 

He was raised to an earldom, and while his 
eldest son, who took part in the battle of Water- 
loo as aid de camp to the duke of Wellington, 
was at one time governer general and commander 
in chief in British North America, his second 
son, Sir George Cathcart, also with Wellington 
at Waterloo, commanded the fourth division of 
the British army in the Crimea and fell in the 
battle of Inkerman. si

_One of the most extraordinary stories in the 
annals of this ancient house ig that of the wife 
of the eighth Lord Cathcart. Born in Battersea 
as the daughter of a prosperous Southwark 
tradesman, she married, when barely 17, the son 
of Sir John Fleet, lord mayor of London, but be- 
came a widow before she had reached her twen- 
tieth birthday. 


Her next husband was Capt. Sabine, scion of 
an old family and younger brother of Gen. Sa- 
bine. In 1789 she made her third trip to the 
altar, this time as the bride cf the eighth Lord 
Cathcart. A year later her husband died, ag men- 
tioned above, at sea, on his way to America. 

Having married her first husband for money, 
her second for social position, and her third for 
a title, she determined that if she wed akain it 
would be for love alone, and accorded her hand 
and her fortune to a good looking, fascinating 
Irishman, named Col., Maguire, who treated her 
abominably, because unable to secure control of 
her fortune. 


Alice, Lady Lovat, 
general Lord Lovat who 
is chief of the great 
Scottish clan of Fraser, 
has followed the ex- 
ample of her youngest 
daughter, the Hon. Mu- 
riél Fraser, and has 
taken the veil, becom- 
ing a nun of the Vis- 
jtation order. Miss Mu- 
riel Fraser took the 
vows three years ago, 
entering the Mill Hill 
convent, near London. 

The dowager Lady 
Lovat is a daughter of 
the late Thomas Weld 
Blundell of Lulworth castle, in Dorsetshire, the 
Blundelis being one of the oldest Roman Cath- 
olic families in the United Kingdom, tracing their 
descent to Sir Robert Blundell, who in the reign 
of Edward I. had the right of “shipwreck” on 
all the Lancashire coast. 

The Weld family, which has been merged into 
that of Blundell by marriage, has even still 
more ancent lineage, tracing their descent from 
Edric “the Wild,” a cousin of the Anglo-Saxon 
king Harold, who fell at the battle of Hastings. 

Sir Humphrey Weld was lord mayor of London 
in the early years of the reign of James I., and 
his grandson bought the Lulworth castle estate 
in 1644. It was held for King Charles I. against 
the parliamentarians, and one of its subsequent 
owners, Edward Weld, was married in 1775 to 
the lady who became after his death, first of all, 
Mrs. Fitzherbert, and then the geecret wife of 
King George IV. 

Perhaps the most notable member of the Weld 

family was that Thomas Weld of Lulworth castle 
who on the death of his wife resigned the Lu)- 
worth castle estate to his brother, entered the 
orders of the Roman Catholic chur¢h at Paris, 
and acted as a parish priest in London until 1826, 
when he was consecrated bishop of Amycla “in 
partibus infidellum” and coadjutor with the 
right of succession to the episcopal see of Kings- 
ton, in upper Canada. 
. Negotiations with the British government car- 
ried on in behalf of the papacy delayed his de- 
parture from England for Canada and rendered 
necessary a visit to Rome, accompanied by his 
daughter, who afterward became the wife of 
Lord Clifford. 

At Rome he won the marked favor of Pius 
VIIL, who retained him in the Eternal city, rais- 
ing him to the sacred college in 1830. Maving 
been until then cokdjutor bishop of Kingston 
with right of succession, he may be considered to 
have been in reality the first Canadian cardina}. 

He never ieft Rome again, and died there in 
1837, being laid to rest in the church of St. Maria 
in Aquilo, where his tomb is an object of in-

pheric air—the temperature, humidity, 
wind velocity and direction, the precipt- 
tation, the amount and character of cloud 
and fog and the degree of light and the 
quality of the sunshine. Variations in 
these at different hours during the day 
and night and on one day as compared 
with the next is what constitutes weather. 
All of these variations and qualities, 
rolled together, make what is called cli- 
mate. 

Hann's definition is, ‘‘ Climate is the sum 
total of the weather as usually experi- 
enced during a longer or shorter period of 
time at any given season.” | 

~~ 


Physicians have always attributed great 
curative powers to good climate on the 
one hand and great power of harm to bad 
climate on the other. It cannot be said 
that these opinions have always been 
founded on established facts, and in the 
light of more accurate information some 
of our facts are liable to be discovered to 
be even less than near facts. 

For instance, hot climates have borne 
abadreputation. The heat itself was held 
to be enervating and even productive of 
disease. Much of this reputation is not 
deserved. We know now that the malaria 
of the tropics is not due to miasma which 
ar.se from the swamps and which cannot 
be lessened, but is due to infected mos- 
quitoes which can be controlled abso- 
lutely. Yellow fever also is not a matter 
of climate, but of mosquitoes. 

There are other conditions of the body 
which in olden times were ascribed to cli- 
mate, which are now known to be due 
to controllable causes not directly charge- 
able to clomate. On the other hand, the 
curative effects of climate have been <x- 
aggerated in some instances. ’ 

A generation ago persons with consump- 
tion were sent to Mobile and New Orleans. 
The theory was that a soft climate was 
helpful in this disease. Then came the 
proposal to send them to thearctics. The 
theory was that a hard climate was help- 
ful in this disease. Out of this uncer- 
tainty there is about to arise a good deal 
of dependable information. 

The weather bureau of the federal gov- 
ernment gathers daily observations on 
the weather at nearly 5,000 points in the 
United States. Two hundred of these are 
regular stations, fully equipped with all 
necessary apparatus and manned by ex- 
perienced observers. These are supple- 
mented by over 4,000 Special stations, each 
naving some equipment and manned by 
an observer of some experience. In the 
state of California there are nine regular 
stations and 315 special stations. Texas 
has twelve regular and 206 special sta- 
tions. New York has seven regular and 
111 special stations. 

> 

Every part of the country is well cov- 
ered by observers from the weather bu- 
reau. The information gathered by there 
stations is made up irto weather maps 
and distributed throughout the country. 
From the data thus vbta'ned the cl'mate 
of different sections of the country is dea 
termined. The weather bureau is pro- 
pared to furnish info-mation about ary 
climate in the Unitetd States, or in the 
world, for that matter. 

Bulletins of climatology of the United 
States give valuable information’ as to 
every part of the United States. The 
burea1 has issued seventy bulletins re- 
lating to different phases of weather and 
climate. The climatological service pub- 
lishes a monthly and an annual sum- 
mary, giving a large amount of climato- 
logical data for each month and year, 

~- 

Publications on weather and clima‘e by 
men connecc3d with the weather bureau, 
but whose books are published by outs!d» 
parties are availabie. Among such are 
Cox’s “‘ Weather and Climate of Chi- 
cago ’’ and its predecessor, Hazen’'s ‘* (*)j- 
mate of Chicego.”” The Maryland weath- 
er servi.c Pas issued a somewhat sijn'- 
lar study of the weather of Baltimore. 
Then there are such books as Solly’s 
‘‘Climatology of the United States ” and 
Hinsdale’s ‘“ Afr.” - 

To supplement the work of the weather 
bureau by studying elimate in relation to 
disease and the phyeical welfare of peo- 
ple there is a national organization—the 
American Climatological association. 
This organization, composed of the lead- 
ing authorities, meets once a year to dis- 
cuss such questions as the relative ad- 
vantages of different climates for differ- 
ent diseases, the qualities of different cli- 
mates, and the effect of climate on the 
body. Their discussions are printed in 
Yearly Transactions. a 

There is, therefore, plenty of literature 
about climates, although some of it is 
not scientific. If a man thinks of chang- 
ing climate on account of some disease 
he need not jumpin the dark. Hecan get 
all the information he needs by writing 
to the weather bureau or by reading some 
one of the books on the subject.

CONSUMPTION.—It is held that cli- 
mate is worth about 15 per cent in the 
cure of consumption. This means that 
the average consumptive, who succeeds 
In finding a climate which fits him and 
his case, and who can have the same 
rest, out of doors living, good food, and 
freedom from homesickness and worry, 
will improve his chances of recovery 
15 per cent, Some of them improve 
their chances much more than that.

Good, though less good, 
are the mountain ranges east of the Mis- 
sissippi river, and especially the Blue 
Ridge mountains in western North Caro- 
lina and the Adirondacks and Catskills.

You have diseased arteries. This accounts 
for your apoplexy, numbness, tingling sensa- 
tions, cold feet, and high blood pressure. The 
disease of the blood vessel wall called atheroma 
resulta from lead polsoning, syphilis, nicotine 
potsoning, and possible attacks of various kinds 
of contagion. Whenever the blood pressure of 
a man with atheroma shoots up he ts in specia] 
danger of apoplexy.

It cannot too frequently be said that 
Verdun itself is an illusion. The Germans 
may get Verdun a month hence, and at 
their present rate of progress a year 
would be a fairer measure, and unless 
thes destroy the French troops before 
them and break througth the lines behind 
Verdun before any reserves can be 
brought up, they will have achieved noth- 
ing of military value, save only as they 
may have killed more French soldiers 
than they have lost themselves, and so 
far it is a perfectly conservative estimate 
that they have lost 100,000 more than the 
French. 

More than a year ago the French, after 
a brief success, were driven south of the 
Aisne east of Soissons, but there never 
was the smallest chance that the Ger- 
mane could push their success further, and 
at this point they were eighty miles 
nearer Paris than they will be in Verdun, 
ana there were fewer obstacles in their 


way. : 

You cannot find any military reason to 
support the German strategy in the Vur- 
gen campaign, after the first attack, which 
is not, in fact, political. You may take 
the simple explanation that the Germans 
believe the French are almost exhausted, 
running short of man and of courage, and 
wil! presently abandon the war, if they 
continue to lose without regaining French 
territory. 

You may take the less simple, but not 
less appealing, explanation, that the Ger- 
mans have tried at Verdun to exert s0 
much pressure as to provoke the allies 
into a premature offensive, thus destroy- 
ing the chance of a combined attack later; 
there may be some other political con- 
sideration that no one knows, & desire to 
give the German people a victory or & 
fear to abandon the attack, having sacri-

ficec so many lives in making it; but the 


military advantage of a success that takes 
the Germans to the Meuse at Verdun, 
takes them into the city itself, is just nil. 

To believe that the Germans are wast- 
ing their men on an idle and foolish mili- 
tary venture is absurd. It is the fact that 
no profit worth the price has been dis- 
closed in the Verdun operation itself that 
has puzzled not merely ordinary observ- 
ers, but soldiers and military critics alike. 
Verdun has come to have a value in the 
minds of the world that no fortress has 
had for a generation; but this is a mere 
illusion, for Verdun is no longer a fortress 
and has no value itself. 


Very frequently one hears in German 

quarters that the allied spring drive has 
been prevented by the Verdun attack. 
There never Was any intention’on the part 
of the allies to attack in the spring, for 
the simple reason that Russia could not be 
munitioned. . 
’ A year ago Germany attacked Russia in 
the spring, and Russian lack of munitions 
partly contributed to the great Russian 
defeat. Nowhere in Europe did I heara 
suggestion that the allied attack woulo 
come before July, and it was often post- 
poned, even to next year. 

We have lately seen the Serbian army, 
now reorganized, moved: to Saloniki. 
There have been signs of activity along 
this front, and the forecast of an allied 
attack here has led the Germans and Bul- 
garians to seize Greek forts, with the al- 
leged purpose of forestalling an attack. 
There has been a slight resumption of 
activity at points on the Russian front, 
but nothing of any real moment. 

As for the British, they have been prac- 
tically quiescent during the whole winter 
and spring. Only in recent days have 
there been printed rather crude hints that 
the British are ready to attack when 
Joffre gives the word. 

But it is well to remember that the Brit~- 
ish have been willing, if not wholly ready, 
to attack at any moment they were asked 
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licrewith ts presented the final chap- 
ter of a book on Japan, by Jesse F.

suffer. 

Such assumptions have proved. so ad- 
vVantageous to the west that we have 
been loath to believe that the revolu- 
tionary changes in the east have any 
serious significance for us. While Ja- 
pan’s rapid growth in military power, 
ner victory over a western nation, and 
her imperialistic ambitions have pro- 
voked much comment in Europe and 
America, there has been too little ef- 
fort made to see the bearing of it all 
upon the future relations of the east and 
the west. ‘ 

In many quarters it suas been the ten- 
dency to regard the aWakening in Asia 
as confined largely to Japan alone. West- 
ern writers usually describe the Japa- 
nese as a peculiarly adaptable people 
who possess far more than other orien- 
tals the gift of profiting by contact with 
foreign civilization. When our atten- 
tion is called to a possibie yellow peril, 
we comfort ourselves with the thought 
that ambitious Japan is only a small 
island empire and that the vast mass of 
the orient is still asleep. But the whole 
trend of recent events in the far east 
makes it clear that the awakening of 
Asia cannot be limited to any one nation. 

The past failure of the Chinese to 
profit by western intercourse must be 
attributed not to any racial Inability, 
but to their strong prepossession in fa- 
vor of their own civilization. Under od 
stress of the necessity of protecting 
their national existence, they are show- 
ing a remarkable facility in iearning the 
lessons that the west has to teach. It 
is now plainly evident that the Chinese 
millions are abandoning their compla- 
cent, self-sufficient attitude and are 
gathering their strength in a more de- 
termined and effective manner than has 
ever characterized them fn the past. 


~~ 

That the general awakening in eastern 
Asia will eventually mean a military 
struggie between the east and the west 
is a possibility about which it is useless 
to speculate. We may be sure, how- 
ever, that these changes now going on 
in the east will involve radical read- 
justments in our international relations 
with oriental powers. The west has al- 
ready learned the necessity of dealing 
with Japan as an equal. When China 
has gained sufficient prestige to demand 
similar treatment our old attitude of 
superiority and condescension toward 
the yellow races can only be main- 
tained at our peril. Foreign aggression 
in the orient will then be no longer tol- 
erated. The right of oriental natiohs to 
govern their own territories will be rec- 
ognized as the natural thing. The sorry 
spectacle of the great Chinese nation 
split up into a number of foreign prin- 
cipalities will only be a matter of his- 
torical interest. 

It is conceivable that the revolutionary 
readjustment of western relations with 
the orient may take place without force 
of arms. Eastern peoples have too great 
a recognition of the value of trade to wish 
to drive the west out of the east. They 
will insist on their right to rule them- 
selves, but economic necessity will insure 
a ready welcome for foreign capital and 
will make the presence of foreign busi- 
ness men a necessary factor in their busi- 
ness and industria! life.

The world significance of waking Asia 
must be found not so much in the mili- 
tary yellow peril that will close the open 
door in the east, but rather in the in-

, is not merely a question of the oriental 


emigration from the orient to the west. 
Up to the present time western opposi- 
tion to oriental immigration bas kept 
back the stream of Asiatics that has 


settled regions of the western world. 
Whenever the orientals nave tried to 
better their lot by sharing in the oppor- 
tunities to be found in the countries dom- 
inated by white men, they have met with 
a stern rebuff. Their exctusion thus far 
has not caused serious trouble. With the 
balance of power in our hands, they did 
not dare to question the justice of our 
decision. 

But with Asia thoroughly awake the 
problem may not be 30 easily solved. It 


nation gaining sufficient military power 
to compel us to adopt a different policy. 
The point of even more vital significance 
is the fact that an awakened orient will 
have new desires that their country can- 
not satisfy and which will make almost 
resistiess the tendency to emigrate to 
lands that offer better opportunities. 

When 500,000,000 of Asiatics become filled 
with the restless spirit that results from 
contact with a higher standard of living, 
existing treaties will prove to be inef- 
fectua! barriers to oriental hordes. 

—~o- 

It is this aspect of the oriental problem 
that vilally concerns the western world. 
On the one hand we have the sparsely 
settled countries of the west, with their 
wonderful opportunities for exploitation 
and development; on the other the con- 
stant push of economic forces literally 
driving the people of the crowded east 
out into the more favored lands where 
the conditions of life are not so hard. It 
is at once evident that here exists a situa- 
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tion with which it will be difficult to deal. 
It involves more than the question of 
an armed orient ready to fight for its 
honor and for the things it may choose to 
demand. 

The motive power back of the movement 
is stronger than national honor. It is 
nothing less than hunger, the desire for 
food to sustain life and make possible the 
rearing of their children. ‘ 


> 

A glance at present conditions in the 
far east will at once make clear how ac- 
tively these economic forces are at work. 
Japan is now ina stage of industrial tran- 
sition. The old handicraft system is giv- 
ing way to factories, thus throwing out 
of employment thousands of skilled ar- 
tisans. The rapid development of indus- 
try has caused a movement of popula- 
tion to cities with all of its attending 
evils of congestion, improper sanitation, 
hard working conditions, and low wages. 
These workmen are forbidden by law to 
try to better their condition by organ- 
ization. They are ground under the heel 
of anindustrial despotism that has served 
to increase their wants without giving 
them an adequate chance to satisfy 
them. 

The new régime has meant a great in- 
crease in prices without a correspond- 
ing increase in rates of wages. Mod- 
ern science has greatly lowered the death 
rate while the birth rate has not been 
checked. With an annual increase of 
about 700,000 people competition is be- 
coming so keen that many are forced to 
the wall. The government, instead of 
coming to the rescue of its people, makes 
excessive demands both in military serv- 
{ce and in direct taxation. The Japanese 
are in fact the most heavily taxed peo- 
ple in the world. 

All thjs has brought in an era of dis- 
content that at times threatens the sta- 
bility of the government. So hard is the 
struggle for existence of the mass of the 
people that thousands look eagerly for 
a chance to go abroad where they can 
make a new start in life. The govern- 
ment in its attempt to guide this move- 
ment has sought outlets for its people in 
Corea and Manchuria. Thus far this so-

All talk about British unwillingness to 
share in the conflict or bear their share 
of the losses is moonshine.

time the Germans finally break the 
French nerve or drive the French poli- 
ticilans into demanding British action in 
advance of the agreed time.

Unless there is some explanation so fa» 
successfully hidden from all observers, 
this German attack upon France must 
now be reckoned as a failure wholly anal- 
ogous to that at the Yser and Ypres. It 
has gained no ground of any value orany 
considerable extent, it has not inflicted 
‘Josses on the French at all equal to those 
borne by the Germans, and it has neither 


premature allied attack. 
Its sole result to date has been the pur- 
chase of a few square miles of Fresca 


by the French to attack ever since the

territory, the capture of some French 
prisoners, perhaps 40,000 wounded and 
unwounded, and a number of guns. The 
total French loss may be 200,000—it is not 
more—and the German is not less than 
300,000. On this basis France can afford 
to sell the Germans more square miles of 
French territory for another month or 
two, until the great attack comes. 


~>o- 

When this attack does come, if it comes, 
the British will have to bear a share of 
the cost based upon the French sacrifices 
now. They will have to do more than was 
originally planned before the Verdun 
operation; less will be asked of the 
French. But British reserves in men are 
far greater than French, and while 
France has seen her reserves reduced 
with the German, there has been no re- 
Auction in British and Russian reserves, 
and the balance is against the Germans. 

The only explanation I can find for the 
persistence of the Germans in the Ver- 
dun affair is their conviction that the 
French are about done; that the allies are 
still far from ready for a general attack, 
and that they can still precipitate one 
under conditions most favorable to them- 
selves. 

I do not believe even the fear of the 
effect at home of a failure would lead 
the German high command to continue 
its terrible sacrifices. The German high 
command has made mistakes, but it has 
never made such a blunder as this would 
be, and it has frequently shown a skill 
and quickness to change its strategy when 
it had been checked.

The difficulty is that they are 
countries where already live plenty of la- 
borers who have even a lower standard 
of living than the Japanese. The only 
immigrants who can succeed there are 
those with capital to invest in business 
enterprises. Penniless and unskilled la- 
borers find themselves up against worse 
conditions than they had to face in Japan. 
~.s>- 

Consequently the stream of emigra- 
tion tends to go to America where even 
the most poverty stricken workman has 
a fairchancetosucceed,. Only those who 
have lived in Japan and have come in 
sympathetic touch with the common peo- 
ple can realize how prevalent is this de- 
sire to go to America. Asis sometimes 
said, America is the land of their dreams, 
a goal far more attractive to them than 
even the enchanting paradise pictured by 
popular Buddhism. 

This strong desire to go to America 
has been kept in check only by the strict 
regulations of the government. If the 
bars were let suddenly down the emigra- 
tion to America would not be by thou- 
sands but by tens of thousasds. The 
pressure brought to bear upon the govern- 
ment to make this possible can hardly 
be overestimated. In their statement of 
their case to America they usually as- 
sert that the motive back of this move- 
ment is the vindication of their national 
honor, the determination to share in the 
rights granted to other nations. In real- 
ity the motive force behind it allis eco- 
nomic, the elemental desire for a better 
chance in life, a force that may soon be 
beyond the power of their government to 
control unless impassable barriers are 
erected abroad. 

When we turn to China we see a sit- 
uation as yet less acute but fraught with 
still greater consequences because of its 
vast population and the extent of its 
territory. The Chinese people, who out- 
number us five to one, are facing all the 
evils of overpopulation. Abject need has 
taught them how to exist en the lowest | 
possible scale ef living. 

In their efforts to wring a living for 
themselves out of the soll, the arable por- 
tions of China are tilled likea garden. In- 
tensive agriculture is seen there at its 
best. Every natural resource, no matter 
how trifling, is made to serve its purpose. 
Weeds and leaves of trees are carefully 
gathered for fuel. Almost all kinds of 
flesh are used for food. Silkworms are 
eaten after they have produced their silk. 
Domestic animals that have died a natural 
death find their way to the larder. Rats 
and cats and dogs are on sale in the meat 
markets. Even entrails are not disdained 
as an article of diet. In order to keep 
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classes must work far beffond their 
strength. ‘The chair bearers, ricksha men 
and treadmill coolies wear themselves out 
in a few years. Their children while yet 
too young must take their places and ald 
in the struggle for food. 

The death rate in China is estimated at 
about fifty-five per thousand. In modern- 
ized Japan, where the benefits of medical 
science are now put within reach of near- 
ly all the people, they have lowered the 
death rate to twenty per thousand. It is 
reasonable to suppose that similar re- 
sults will be attained in China as soon as 
the government enforces laws of sanita- | 
tion and makes possible the training of 
native physicians in sufficient numbers to 
fight successfully against disease. Lack 
of railways and poor wagon roads limit 
lines of travel largely to navigable rivers. 
Moving from place tu place in China ts a* 
serious matter. involving much time and 
inconvenience as well as expense. The 
millions in interior China know little of 
the west and possess no facilities to 
leave their country if they so desired. 

. > 

All this will be changed when public 
schools wil make possible the wide circu- 
lation of newspapers and when railways 
will connect the large cities throughout 
the different provinces. The people then 
will not only have a wider vision of the 
world, but will find it easily poesibie to 
go abroad. The masses wil) feel stirring 
within them a growing discontent with 
their lot in Mfe. Contact with higher 
standards of living will arouse within 
them desires beyond their power to sat- 
isfy. 

It is out of situations like this that 
great migrations arise. Conditions in the 
far east indicate that China will soon be 
ripe for such a movement. When it 
begins western civilization will be put 
to a severe test either in stemming the 
tide or in assimilating the hordes 
the orient. 
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It is thus evident that this marvelous 
westernization of the orient in whieh we 
take much pride ts putting into motion 
forces which may soon be beyond our 
power to control. Some have foreseen 
more or less clearly the trend of affairs 
in the far east, and have urged that, while 
yet there is time our Pacific coast be méde 
@ racial frontier where @ determined 
stand shall be taken against the orienta! 
immigrant invasion. To many such an 
attitude seems born in a spirit of pro- 
vincialism and is unworthy of a his- 
pitable nation like ours. Unfortunately 
such questions as the assimilability of

The problem. moreover. is one that 
will not respond readily to diplomatie 
agreements. The Japanese government, 
with the best intentions in the world 
toward America, cannot ignore the fun- 
damental conditions in their country 
which determine the trend of their nma- 
tional policies. For at least another gen- 
eration, until the period of the industrig! 
transition in Japan is safely past. the 
relentless pressure of economic foreés 
must play a predominant part in Japan's 
international relations. The fact thet 
their imperialistic policy of expansion . 
rests on what seems to be stern necessity, 
and not entirely on their oft mentioned 
determination to secure equal rights 
abroad, should give us sufficient assur- 
ance of their intention to carry it out in 
the face of all obstacles. 

Where we as well as they make a mig- 
take is in supposing that the open dodgr 
policy on our part would be an imper- 
tant step in relieving their situation. This 
at its best would only give temporary 
relief an@ would not touch the root of 
their trouble. The ultimate welfare of 
the orient depends not on its right to send 
emigrants abroad. It must come through 
the removal of conditions that cause emi- 
gration. This of course cannot be dofie 
et once. It*will mean ea sticw and painfsl . 
process of industrial development. Wise- 
ly directed efforts must be made along 
the line of birth control. The standard 
of living must be raised until the mags 
of the people can live in reasonabie com- 
fort.

The lilinois National guard 
present time has a strength of about 
6,000. The new law requires it to have 
about 23,000. In other words, 17,000 ad- 
ditional men must be raised. A large 
part of this increase can be taken up by 
raising existing organizations to war 


Should this be done and the number of 
new organizations needea to complete a 
division at war strength be brought into 
cxistence the quota required would be 
reached. As no instructions have as yet 
been received from the war department, : 
it is not definitely known how the addi- 
tional 17,000 are to be organized. 

It is probable that the method outlined 
above will be the one fo'lowed, because 
the raising of a considerable number of 
new organizations all below war strength 
would not remedy tne necessity of bring- 
ing organizations to their full strength 
in time of war by the addition of large 
numbers of green men. 


Filling Old Companies Cheaper. 

Raising the existing organizations to 
war strength will also be much cheaper, 
it will give the officers better instruction, 
because they will handle full strength 
units, and also will produce more quickly 
the number of reservists needed to re- 
place casualties in time of war.

ther on where some of the regent’s seroplanes 
seemed to have sighted something worth de 
stroying.'

There- 
fore you are not to be dismayed or disheart- 
ened by the retreats you have witnessed aad 
may witness. 

_ “Here, on this line of the water front, our 
forces will make a stand; you, with 
reserves and reinforcements which may be 
sent you, will defend this section of our line. 
In case orders fail to reach you from .me or 
from other officers you must hold your posi- 
tion at any cost.” 

So far Wray succeeded in speaking as to 
soldiers; now his voice appealed. “And for 
God’s shke, boys, stick and fight back when 
you’re under fire, and if you can’t fight, if it 
seems there’s nothing possible that you can 
do, if it seems just suicide to stay, stick. Boys.

I found, too, that by drinking it oftener 
and in smaller quantities it did not have 
the tendency to constipate me as it did 
in the beginning, when I was ambitious 
enough. to attempt to drink a quart at a 
time.

he. bad habit than to cut out bread, 

or never to use it except when making an 

entire meal of it. with butter and either 

coffee or tea. Fat is not inevitable, but 

any man who is fat and eats bread at three 

meals and with every course of a meal 
is defying his intelligence. 

Let them cease eating bread with the 
soup, with meat, with vegetables, and 
never eat bread with crackers or salad, 
and any man or woman of overweight 
may safely and slowly lose their excess. 
It is not a foolish prescription, like so 
many in vogue, which impose horrible in- 


justices on the organs which take care — 


of wastes such as the products of rapid 
breakdown are. These organs are al- 
Ways abused, in rapid reduction, though 
they may not complain until later on. 


Bread is an acid making food, if just as 
good as it can be. If it is not perfectly 
digested, it ferments in the digestive 
channel and makes a worse sort of acid. 
On the other hand, potato is not acid 
making, but a splendid basic food which 
neutralizes acids, and, besides this, it is 
mever so sophisticated ‘in the cooking as 
flour is in breadmaking. 

If there is one request I dislike to re- 


, ceive it is for a bread recipe. The world 


is full of good recipes, but fuller of bad 


@peead made by those who think they are 


following the perfectly good recipes and 
in too many cases do not know that their 
bread is bad. I do not like to put a good 
bread recipe, more than that for any- 
thing else, into the hands of an incom- 
petent or inexperienced person, for I know 
what kind of bread she will have, and the 


science of the University of Illinois. This 


less she has reasoned on the problem of 
breadmaking the more likely is she te 
hold me responsible for the results she 
gets. I know thisistrue. I do not make 
bread often, because I prefer to get my 
starchy fuel tn other forms. 

It is one of the easiest things in the 
world to cook pearl or big hominy, or what 
is sometimes calied samp. It makes a 
delicious breakfast or Sunday night sup- 
per, or it can be used with plain butter to 
eat with bacon or intoa souffié of the type 
that you would have to use a hammer to 
make fall. These souffiés and other bread 
or cake like things, made with some cereal 
and eggs, are among the most wholesome 
of foods—no residue of baking powder, 
no products of fermentation as with yeast. 

Rice is always a splendid substitute for 
bread, and brown rice is in as high esteem 
as the whole wheat breads and for the 
Same reason. Whole wheat cooked has 
exactly the same type of palatability as 
the best bread, the same flavor, but a 
flavor seldom to be found in the bread. 
Farina is a coarse form of the wheat, too 
little used, but capable of being presented 
in many palatable forms. It is such 
foods that make it easy to get on without 
bread unless you can get the best, but 
having the best is often to overeat. 

If anybody really wants to make bread. 
really and earnestly desires to have this 
accomplishment, I would be the last to 
discourage them. But I would have them 
take the matter seriously. There is 
plenty of splendid literature on tbe sub- 
ject considered at length, and some of 
the best is to be had for the asking. There 
is, for instance, ‘‘ Some Points on Mak- 
ing and Judging of Bread,”’ by Isabel 
Bevier of the department of household 


gives forty-four pages of specific help, 
and, while published especially for the 
housewives of Illinois, is used all over the 
country.

A Scientific Bread Recipe. 

One of Miss Bevier’s students tabulated 
the bread recipes of twelve standard cook 
books. This table showed that most au- 
thorities used for one loaf of bread one 
oup of liquid to three of flour. Water was 
more often preferred than milk, although 
in five cases half milk and half water was 
used. The amount of yeast varied from 
one-eighth to one-half a one ounce cake 
per loaf, and there were similar varia- 
tione in sugar, shortening, etc. 

Perhaps the most compact statement in 
the shape of a recipe in the bulletin men- 
tioned, and one that Miss Bevier would 


’ most fully indorse, is this: One teaspoon 


of salt, one teaspoon of sugar, one tea- 
spoon of butter, one cup of water, one- 
half cake of compressed yeast, three and 
gix-tenths cups of flour. 
“™ The cup of water, having been meas- 
ured at room temperature, was warmed 
# 107.6 degrees F.; three-fourths of it was 
added to the butter, salt and sugar, ina 
mixing bowl, and one-fourth of it was 
used to soften the yeast. The yeast mix- 
ture wae added to the liquid in the bowl, 
then the flour, slightly warmed, was beat- 
enin gradually. The dough was kneaded 
for twenty minutes and put to rise at 78.8 
F., until double in bulk. It was 


then made inté a loaf and again put to 


Tise until doubled in bulk in the pan. In 
many cases three risings instead of two 
were allowed. The loaf was baked in a 
Sas runge for forty-five minutes.

Hominy Souffle. | 
One cup of hominy with the jellied 
liquid in which it was cooked, two eggs, 
one-fourth cup of suger or suger to 
taste, nutmeg or other flavoring. There 


should not be too much of the jellied | *™# 


liquid, but with a little this hoids up 
even-under exceptional. circumstances, 
and for some time after it is baked, 
where other soufflés would. fall. Beat 
whites and yolks separately. Sweeten 
yolks and stir in the hominy, then fold 
in the whites thoroughly, pour into but- 
tered baking dish, and bake from twenty~ 
to thirty minutes in an oven between 
350 and 375 degrees Fahrenheit.

And finally no two flours, whether white 
or whole wheat, are exactly the same, 
so it requires experience to tell bow much 
to use.

As time went on this emergency 
work developed into the permanent pen- 
soning of many mothers and into the pay- 
ing for the board of infants under a year 
of age, for whom there is no institutional 
provision in Chicago. 7

BLYTHE A FAST WRITER. 


AMUEL G. BLYTHE took a ivw 
minutes off the other day from the 
whirl of the political merry go 
round and sat down for a chat 
about “A Western Warwick” 

(Doran), which is the latest book from 
his pen, which must be like Anteus, if 
pens can be like giants, s0 much more 
vigorous does it become with each con- 
tact with paper. That's really no simile 
at all, though, because Mr. Blythe doesn't 
have anything to do witha pen. He uses 
the good old fashioned rapid fire type- 
writer way of writing. 

“I just sit down and do this,” he said, 
hitting an imaginary typewriter with the 
first two fingers of each hand in the 
untutored way that newspaper folk al- 
Ways type. “If you know what you're 
going to say—and you do after fifty years 
in the newspaper business—you can keep 
on pounding, and before you know it 
you've got ten thousand words done in 
a day. Sometimes I write the first para- 
graph of an article or the first chapter 
of a book over fifty times before I can 


‘get lt right, but after that’s done it’s all 


clear sailin’.”’ 

“These authors who loaf around two 
or three years on one book must have a 
pretty easy life. I’ve always had too 
muck to do to spend more than a couple 
of moyths on a book. ‘ Western .War- 
wick,’”’’ he said in answer to my ques- 
. “Was written right here in this 
Last year my publishers wired 
me, ‘ Where’s that novel you promised 
us?’ I didn’t have anything special to 
do, 86 I stayed here in Chicago in a room 
looking out on the lake on the tenth floor 
and wrote it. I worked:all day of every 
day on it. I'd had it in my mind for three 
or four years, so there wasn't much pian- 
ning to do about it. 

“ It’s jugt the result of years of writing 


political stuff. I can't do anything else 


but write, and it’s my job, and I haven't 
any illusions about my stuff being the 
great American novel or anything like 
that. It’s wo-kma&nlike, and seems to be 
popular enough in serial and to sell when 
it’s in book form, but I can’t talk about 
my art and all that stuff.” , 
He’s one of the most dynamic and at the 
Same time gentle authors that I have ever 
p’rsued in search of news for the Tab- 
loidites. ‘‘My address is Washington, 
New York, and care of Pullman cars.” 
he said. ‘I have a-typewriter planted 
in Sari Francisco, Boston; Néw Orleans, 
New York, Washington, and here. I went 
over to the war the first few months, then 
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around the wor, to China and Japan, 
then back to Washington for a few weeks, 
and then down to Mexico. I haven't any 
home, you see.”’ 

He is the real cosmopolite, ‘though in- 
tensely American in action and speech, 
with his r’s pronounced and his g’s omit- 
ted, and his pleasant, unflurried manner. 
I thought that he would be frock coated 
and pompous, if not in actual sartory 
at least in his attitude toward life, for 
he has probably sat beside the mighty 
in their uncomrortable seats oftener than 
any living writer, but he wasn't pompous, 
and he wasn’t even middle aged—just the 
sort that you always hope a man is going 
o be, but that he almost never is.

The following trip suggestion for today 
is made with a view of its being particu- 
larly suitable to those who simply wish 
a Sunday trip, not getting a long distance 
from Chicago at any point; in fact, as 
noted from the map, the farthest away 
is about forty miles, so that-at vartous 
points it can be materially shortened if 
desired. : ce :

N event of much importance in con- 
nection with the present agitatior 
regarding ‘‘ padded” flat lgases,

“padded” lease evil,, and the serious

H. Schneider, make a determined effort 
to get at the actual facts in the matter.

@o mitch to restore the confidence of 
investors in this clase of property, and 


be treated in the broad and thorough 
manner it deserves. It will mean much 
for the future of this market. 

The matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of the board by J. W. Hedenberg, 
who expressed the opinion the board 
should take some action in this matter, 
which at present is attracting so much 
attention in real estate circles. 


P ent Urges Caution. 

President ul Steinbrecher, while of 
the opinion it was largely a matter of 
individual honesty on the part of bro- 
kers, agents, and owners, declared him- 
gpelf in favor of any plan which prom- 
ised to put a stop to a growing evil. It 
is necessary to handle it with care, 
however, he said, in order to minimize 
the injury which the legitimate market 


the tendency to overemphasize the ex- 
tent of the evil there was danger of its 
being thought to be a common practice, 


Valentine H. Surghnor suggested as a 
remedy for the evil that the seller of 
epartment buildings be required to fur- 
nish a bond to the effect that the leases 
eovering the various apartments are for 
just what they purport to be. He said 
he had successfully used it in his own 
business and believed it susceptible of 
general application. 

Board’s Action Is Commended. 

The board is to be commended for the 
‘action it has taken in recognizing the 
public complaint which has been voiced 
go freely vf late in regard to this mat- 
ter, but it is to be regretted that it did 
not take some cognizance of those other 
twin evils which are doing much to 
injure thé investment market for flat 
properties as well as securities based on 
this class of properly—namely: over- 
building and overiending. 

Since the publication in this column a 
week ago of an article along these lines 
Tus TRIBUNE has received a number of 
communications commending it strong- 
ly and urging that the agitation be con- 
tinued until the evils complained of are 
materially abated. There is reason to 

lieve the present agitation already 
has accomplished considerable in this 
direction, and with the real estate board 
under the aggressive leadership of Pres- 
ident Steinbrecher, an active participant 
In the good work, a great benefit could 
be done both the market as well as the 
investing public. 

The situation is by no means an alarm- 
ing one, but largely because of the 
strength of the market and the mar- 
velcgusly rapid upbuilding of the city 
certain evil influences have been allowed 
to. work into the market which should 
now be checked if a continued heaithy 
market is to prevail. 

May Building Runs High. 

The May. building figures, as well as 
those for the first five months of the cur- 
rent year, furnish the most convincing 
evidence of the overbuilding of the city. 
Thus, while for the five months of the 
year there has been an increase of 67 

per cent over the corresponding period for 
19:6, May shows an increase of 73.45 per 
cent, showing a progressive increase. 

What this means may be gathered from 
the fact that the total of the building fig- 
ures f6r 1915 were, with one exception, the 
largest in the history of the city. That 
year was 1911, when there was so much 
buliding in the downtown district In order 
to take advantage of the old building or- 
dingnee permitting a height of 260 feet.
